To Locate the Capital of the Territory of Arizona Perma- 
nently at the City of Phoenix, in the County of Mari- 
copa. 


Be at Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of Arizona. 

That on and after the fourth day of February, 
in the year of our Lord, Eighteen Hundred and Eighty-Nine, 
the permanent seat of Government and Capital of tbis Terri- 
tory shall be, and the same is, hereby located and established 
at the City of Phoenix, in the County of Maricopa.

Defining certain offenses against the public peace.

If any person or persons shall willfully and 
maliciously make any assanlt upon any railroad train, railroad 
ears or locomotive within this Territory for the purpose and 
with the intent to commit murder, robbery, or any other 
felony upon or against any passenger on said train or cars, or 
upon or against any engineer, conductor, fireman, brakeman, 
or any officer or employee connected with said locomotive, 
train or cars, while in the performance of his duty as such 
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engineer, conductor, fireman, brakeman, officer or employee, 
or upon or against any express messenger, or mail agent on 
said train, or in any of the cars thereof, bn conviction thereof 
shall be deemed guilty of a felony and shall suffer the punish- 
ment of death. 


Seo. 2. Any or all persons, who shall counsel, aid, abet, 
and assist in the perpetration of any of -the offenses set forth 
1n the preceding section on conviction thereof shall be deemed 
to be principals and shall suffer the punishment therein pre- 
geben

with the violation of this Act,it shall not be necessary

Hereafter any Constable who has been duly 
elected, appointed and qualified within the limits of any San- 
itary District, shall during his term of office perform the 
duties of Fire Marshal of said District and his oath of oflice 
as stich Constable shall include his declaration that he will also 
well and faithfully perform the duties of Fire Marshal in the 
Sanitary District in which he may have been elected or 
appointed. 

Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of every person who owns or 
erects any structure or building in which fire is or may be 
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used for any purpose, within the limits of any Sanitary Dis- 
" trict, in which the flues thereof are not constructed of stone, 
brick, adobe or other fireproof material, to provide said 
structure or building with metallic or fireproof flues so con- 
structed or ventilated as to prevent the ignitionof any mate- 
rial adjacent to said flue, and in all cases in which the person 
who owns or erects such building within such District fails or 
neglects to provide such flues, he shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and on conviction thereof shall be fined the sum 
of ten dollars, besides the costs of the criminal action in which 
he is so complained ef. If within twenty-four hours after con- 
viction of any person of a misdemeanor, as herein provided, 
such person shall fail, neglect or refuse to provide such flues 
in the building owned by him, as by this Act are required, 
such person shall be guilty of a further misdemeanor upon 
eouvietion of which he shall be fined the sum of ten dollars 
and the costs of the criminal action in which he is so com- 
plained of, aud a like fine and costs may beimposed upon con- 
viction of such misdemeanor for every twenty-four hours 
thereafter that such person shall fail, neglect or refuse to 
comply with the provisions of this Act.

of which there shall reside quahfied Electors to the number of 
fifty and upwards, shall constitute a Sanitary District. ' 

Sro 2. The duly elected or appointed and qualified Con- 
stable residing within the limits of any Samtary District shall 
be the Sanitary Inspector thereof, and upon the expiration of 
the office of any such Constable he shall cease to perform any 
of the duties of Sanitary Inspector. 

Sec. 3. lrshall be the duty of the Sanitary Inspector of 
each Sanitary District created under the provisions of this Act 
to make an inspection once in each week, and oftener, if he 
shall deem such inspection necessary, of the premises sui- 
Founding or adjoining the dwelling house, place of business, 
or other structure, owned, used, or oceupied by each inhabitant 
within said distriet, and in all cases where he shall find upon 
such premises avy filth, garbage, or other matter, injurious to 
the public health or likely to produce sickness or disease, he 
shall serve a written or printed notice upon the owner, ocen- 
pant, or person using such premises, requiring him forthwith 
to remove from such premises the filth, garbage, or other 
matter deemed by such Inspector injurious to the public 
health or likely to produce sickness or disease, and upon the 
service of such notice, 16 shall be the duty of such owner, 
occupant, or person using said premises, to canse the said 
filth, garbage, or other matter referred to`n such notice, to be 
removed within six hours from the time of 1eceiving said 
notice, to some place which shall be at least one mile beyond 
the limits of such Sanitary District, and upon the failure of 
such owner, occupant, or person using such premises, to make 
such removal within the time specified in such notice, such 
owner, occupant, or person using such premises, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined the sum of ten dollars, together with the cost of 
proseeution, which shall include the costs of the complaint and 
all proceedings in relation thereto. The payment of such fine 
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and costs may be enforced by execntion in the same manner 
as in executions issued upon a judgment in civil actions in 
Justices’ Courts. 


Sec. 4. The continuance of the said filth, garbage, or 
other matter complained of, upon the premises of any person 
charged with a misdemeanor‘ as in the preceding séction pro- 
vided, for the period of six hours after the expiration of the 
first six hours following the notice requiring the removal of 
the matter referred to in such notice, shall constitute a mis- 
demeanor, and each additional six hours that the matter com- 
plained of is not removed from the premises of the person 
complained of, shall constitute a separate misdemeanor, for 
which a s fine may be imple and the payment there- 
of enforced as provided in the first'instauce. 


Sec 5. It shall be the duty of the Boards of Supervisors 
of the respective Counties of the Territory to prescribe and 
define the limits of the Sanitary Districts within their respec- 
tive Counties. 


Sec. 6. Any Justice of the Peace residing within the 
Sanitary District where a misdemeanor is alleged to have been 
eommitted in violation of the provisions of this Act, shall have 
jurisdiction to issue a warrant for the arrest of any person 
charged by complaint with the commission thereof, and to 
hear and determine all matters in relation thereto. The pro- 
eeedings in relation thereto shall be the same as in trial of 
criminal action in Justices’ Courts. 


Sec. 7. All fines collected under the provisions of this Act 
shall be paid by the Justice ot the Peace receiving the same 
to the County Treasurer of the County at the end of each 
month, and by said Treasurer shall be paid to the County. 


Sec. 8. Any Constabie who shall perform the duties of 
Sanitary Inspector shall receive for his services the sum of 
four dollars per day for each day actually occupied by him in 
making the inspection provided by this Act.

Sec. 3. In cases of execution, attachments and writs of a 
similar nature, issued against any person, except for claims” 
for labor done. Any miners, mechanics, salesmen, servants 
and laborers who have claims against the defendant for labor 
done, may give notice of their claims and the amounts there- 
of, sworn to by the person making the claim, to the creditor. i 
and the officer executing either of such writs at any time be- 
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fore the actual sale of the property levied on. And such 
officer shall file such sworn statement with the Clerk of the 
Court in which the cause is pending; and unless such claim 
is disputed by the debtor or à ereditor before such sale, sueh 
officer must pay such person out of the proceeds of the sale 
the amount eaeh is entitled to receive for services rendered, 
within sixty days next preceding the levy of the writ, not ex- 
ceeding the sum of two hundred dollars. If any or all of the

If any person within any settlement, town, 
village or city within this Territory shall carry on or about 
his person, saddle, or in his saddlebags, any pistol, dirk, 
dagger, slung shot, sword-cane, spear, brass knuckles, bowie 
knife, or any other kind of knife manufactured or sold for 
urposes of offense or defense, he shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than twenty-five nor more than one hundred dol- 
lars; and in addition thereto, shall forfeit to the County in 
which he is convicted, the weapon or weapons so carried. 
Sec. 2. The preceding article shall not apply to a person 
in actual service as a militiaman, nor as a peace officer or police- 
man, or person summoned to his aid, nor to a revenue or other 
civil officer engaged in the discharge of official duty, nor to 
the carrying of arms on ones own premises or place of busi- 
ness, nor to persons traveling, nor to one who has reasonable 
ground for fuus an unlawful attack upon his person, and 
the danger is so imminent and cM Rea not to admit of 
the arrest of the party about to make such attack upon legal 
process. 


Szoc. 8. If any person shall go into any church or relig- 
ious assembly, any school room, or other place where persons 
are assembled for amusement or for educational or scientific 

urposes, or into any eireus, show or publie exhibition of any 

, kind, or into a ball room, social party or social gather- 
ing, or to any election precinet on the day or days 
of any election, where any portion of the people of this 
Territory are collected to vote at any election, or to any 
other Pd where people may be assembled to muster or 
to perform any other pubhe duty, or to any other publie as- 
sembly, and shall have or carry about his person a pistol or 
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other firearm, dirk, dagger, slung shot, sword-cane, spear, 
brass knuekles, bowie knife, or any other kind of a knife 
manufaetured and sold for the purposes of offense or defense, 
he shall be punished by a fine not less than fifty nor more 
than five hundred dollars, and shall forfeit to the County the 
weapon or weapons so found on his person. 

Sec. 4. The preceding article shall not apply to peace 
officers, or other persons authorized or permitted by law to 
carry arms at the places therein designated. 

Sec. 5. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
Articles 1 and 3, may be arrested without warrant by any 

eace officer and carried before the nearest Justice of the 
Peace for trial; and any peace officer who shall fail or refuse 
to arrest such person on his own knowledge, or upon informa- 
tion from some credible person, shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding three hundred dollars. 

Sec. 6. Persons traveling may be permitted to carry arms 
within settlements or towns of the Territory for one-half 
hour after arriving in such settlements or town, and while 
going out of such towns or settlements; and Sheriffs and 
Constables of the various Counties of this Territory and their 
lawfully appointed deputies may carry weapons m the legal 
discharge of the duties of their respective offices. 

Sec Y. It shall be the duty of the keeper of each and 
every hotel, boarding house and drinking saloon, to keep 
posted up in a conspicuous place in his bar room, or recep- 
tion room if there be no bar in the house, a plain notice to 
travelers to divest themselves of their weapons in accordance 
with Seetion 9 of this Act, and the Sheriffs of the various 
Counties shall notify the keepers of hotels, boarding houses 
and drinking saloons in their respective Counties of their 
duties under this law, and if after such notification any keeper 
of a hotel, boarding house or drinking saloon, shall fail to 
keep notices posted as required by this Act, he shall, on con- 
vietion thereof before a Justice of the Peace, be fined in the 
eum of five dollars to go to the County Treasury.

The Board of Supervisors of the various Coun- 
ties are hereby authorized and required to offer as a reward an 
sum they deem just, not exceeding Three Thousand Dollars, 
to any person or persons who shall be first in obtaining a flow- 
ing stream of not less than Seventeen Thousand Five Hundred 
gallons of water every twenty-four hours for ten days by 
means of an artesian well at any point in their respective 

Jounties, not upon a Umted States Military or e 
vation, railroad lands or land grants, or within ten miles of 
añy flowing artesian well or one mile of any permanent flowing 
stream of water. 

Sec. 2. Any person or persons who would avail them- 
velves.of the provisions of this Act shall, on the completion 
of said well, give notice of the same to the Clerk of the Board 
of Supervisors of the County in whieh said well shall be 
situated. Upon receipt of said notice the Boaid of Super- 
visors shall immediately cause due examination to be made of 
said well, and if satisfied that the requirements of the first 
Section of this Act have been complied with, they shall draw 
their warrant on the County Treasurer in favor‘of the person 
or persons so obtaimmg flowing water for the sum to which 
he or they shall be entitled to under the provisions of this Act. 

Src. 9. All expenses by any Board of Supervisors under 
the provisions of this Act shall be chargeable to the County 
and shall be audited and paid by the Board as other claims 
against the County.

To Provide for a Lien on Stock for the Charges of Pasturing 
and Feeding the Same by Farmers, Ranchmen and 
Others. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of Arizona: 


Section 1. All farmers, ranchmen and others, who shall 
furnish pasture, hay or other feed for any cattle, horses or 
other stock, to be fed on the premises of such person or Pd 
sons furnishing such pasture, hay or feed, shall have a Lien 
on such stock for the amount of the charges due and unpaid 
for such pasturage, hay or other feed, and shall havethe right 
to take ee of and retain such stock until such charges 
are paid by the owner or owners thereof, as provided in the 
next Section. 


Sec. 2. Whenever any pasture, hay or other feed shall be 
furnished for stock, as provided in the preceding Section, and 
possession has been taken of said stock on account of the non- 
jo of the eharges due forthe pasturage, hay or other 

eed furnished them as aforesaid, and such possession has con- 
tinued for twenty days after the accruing of such charges, and 
the charges so due have not been paid, it shall be the duty of 
the person taking possession of such stock to notify the owner 
of such stock in writing, if he be in the county, where the 
stock is located, and is known to the person ee such 
possession of said stock, to come forward and pay the'charges 
due on said stock, and on his failure within ten days after 
such notice has been given him to pay such charges, the 
holder of said property, after five days’ notice, posted in three 

ublic places atthe county seat of the county wherein said 
stock shall be located, shall proceed to sell said property, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary to pay all charges 
. and costs as herein provided for, at publie auction, and out of 
the proceeds thereof pay said charges, together with the costs 
and charges of making such sale, and shall pay over the bal- 
ance, if any there be, to the person entitled to the same. 


Sxc. 8. If the owner or owners of the stock do not reside 
in the County where said stock is retained for such charges, 
oris not known by the person holding possession of sueh 
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stock for such charges, the person holding such stock shall, 
instead of the service or the notice, as required in the preced- 
ing section, before proceeding to sell, publish said notice at 
least three times in some newspaper published in the Coun 
where said animals are held, if there be one. If there be no 
newspaper published in the County, then in some newspaper 
published in the Territory, having a general circulation in 
said eounty. .

Repealing Chapter 1, Title 26, of the Revised Statutes of the 
Territory of Arizona, Approved March 1st, 1887, En- 
titled “Executions,” and substituting this Act to Take 
the Place of Same. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory - 
of Arizona: 
Secrion 1. The party in whose favor a j udgment is given 
may at any time within five years after entry thereof have a 
writ of execution issned for its enforcement. 


Sec. 2. The writ of execution must be issued in the name 
of the Territory of Arizona, subseribed by the Clerk and 
sealed with the Seal of the Court and be directed to the 
Sheriff of the County where it is to be served, and must refer 
intelligibly to the Judgment, stating date of entry, name of 
Court and County where the Judgment is filed, and if it be 
for money, the amonnt thereof, costs, interest and amount ac- 
tually due thereon, and must require the officer serving the 
same substantially as follows: 


1. IT it be inst the property of the judgment debtor, 
it must Que the officer to satisfy the judgment with inter- 
est out of the personal property of such debtor, and if suffi- : 
cient personal property cannot be found, then out of his real 
property, or if the judgment be a lien upon real property, 
then out of the real property belonging to him onthe day 
when the judgment became a lien, or at any time thereafter; 
or if the execution be issued to a County other than the one 


* 
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in whieh the judgment was recovered, on the day when the 
abstract of the judgment was filed in the office of the Record- 
er of such County. 

2. lfitbe against real or personal property in the hands of 
the personal representatives, heirs, devisees, legatees, tenants 
or trustees, if must require the officer to satisfy the judgment 
out of such property. 7 . 

3. If it be for the delivery of the possession of real or per- 
sonal property it must require the officer to deliver the pos- 
session of the same, deseribing 1t, to the party entitled there- 
to, and at thesame time require the officer to satisfy any 
costs, damages, rents or profits recovered by the same judg- 
ment outof the personal property of the person against whom 
it was rendered, and the value of the property for which judg- 
ment was rendered, to be specified therein if a delivery thereof 
cannot be had; aud if sufficient personal “property cannot be 
found, then out of the real property, as provided for in the first 
sub-division of this Section. 

Sec 8. The execution may be made returnable at any 
time not less than ten nor more than ninety days after its re- 
ceipt by the Sheriff or other officer, to whom directed, to the 
Clerk of the Court issuing it. When tne execution is re- 
turned the Clerk must note on the judgment book the amount 
made by the officer, and to whom paid, and attach the execu- 
tion to the judgment roll. lf any real estate be levied on, the 
Clerk shall note the fact on the judgment book with a 
description of such real estate as shown by the return. 


Sec. 4. When the judgment requires the performance of 
any other act than above designated, a certified copy of the 
judgment shall be served upon the party against whom the 
same was rendered, or upon the person or officer required 
thereby, or by law, to obey the same, and obedience thereto 
may be enforced by the Court as in other cases of contempt. 


Sec. 9. The judgment may be enforced or carried into 
éxecution after the lapse of five years from the date of its en- 
try, by application to and leave of the Court, and upon a 
hearing bad thereon notice being given thereon to the parties 
interested iu manner as may be directed by the Court or 
Judge at the time of the applieation. 


Sec. 6. No execution shall issue after the death of the

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judgment debtor, except it be for the recovery of real or per- 
sonal property or the enforcement of a hen thereor. 


Sec “Y. When the execution is against the property of 
the judgment debtor, it may be issued to the Sheriff of any 
County in the Territory. When it requires the delivery of 
real or personal property it must be issued to the Sheriff of 
the County where the property or some part thereof is situ- 
ated. Executions may be issued at the same time to different 
Counties. ` 


Sec. 8. All goods, chattles, moneys and other property,- 
both real and personal, not exempt by law, and all property 
and rights of property seized and held under attachment in 
the-nction, are "liable to execution. Shares and interests in 
any corporation or company. and debts and eredits choses in 
action, and all other property, both real aud personal, 01 any 
interests legal or equitable in either real or personal property 
not capable of manual delivery, may he levied upon and sold 
under execution. 

Sre. 9. The officer to v hom the writ is directed shall 
make the levy as follows: 7 

1. In order to make a levy on real estate it shall not be 
necessary for the officer to go upon the ground but it shall be 
sufficient for him to indorse such levy on the writ and file 
with the County Recorder of the County where such real 
property is situate, a copy of said writ with the endorsement 
of levy thereon 

2. A levy on personal property is made by taking posses- 
sion thereof, when the defendant in execution is entitled to 
the possession; when the defendant in execution has an inter- 
est in personal property but is not entitled to the possession 
thereof, a levy is made thereon by giving notice thereof to the 
person who is entitled to the possession, or one of them where 
there are several. 

9. A levy upon horses, mules, jacks, jennets, herned cat. 
tle or hogs running at large 1n a range and which cannot be 
herded oi penned without great inconvenience and expense, 
may be made by designating, by reasonable estimate, the 
number of animals and describing them by their marks and 
brands, or either. Such levy shall be made in the presence 
of two or more credible persons and notice thereof shall be 
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given in a to the owner or his herder or agent, if resid- 
ing within the County and known to the officer making the 
levy and a copy of such notice attached to a copy of the writ 
shall be filed by the officer with the County Recorder of the 
County wherein the levy is made. 

4. A levy on the stock of any corporation or joint stock 
company may be made by leaving a notice thereof with the 
Secretary or other officer of the vompany upon whom service 
of process against the company is authorized by law. 

5. A levy ur the interest of a pártner in partnership 
property, is made by leaving notice with one or more of the 
partners or with a clerk of the partnership. 

Sxo. 10. If the property levied ou be claimed by a third 
person as his property the right to same I be tried in the 
manner as provided by Chapter 2, Title 61, Revised Statutes 
of Arizona. à 

Sxo. 11. The property mentioned in Titles 27 and 33 of 
the Revised Statutes, shall be exempt from such execution 
except in the manner in said Titles specified, and as to all 
property so exempt the proceedings on such execution shall be 
in accordance with the provisions of said Titles. 


Sec. 12. The Sheriff or other officer must execute the 
writ against the property of the ae debtor by levying 
on a sufficient amount of property if their be sufficient; col- 
lecting or selling the things ın action, and selling the other 
property and paying to the plaintiff or his attorneys so much 
of the proceeds as will satisfy the judgment. Any excess in 
the proceeds over the judgment aud accruing costa must be 
returned to the judgment debtor, unless otherwise directed by 
an order of the Court. The judgment debtor may point out 
to the levying officer such property as he may wish to be 
levied on and if the officer deems the same sufficient to satisfy 
the execution, he shall make levy on no more. 


Sxo. 18. Notice of sale under execution shall be made as 
follows: 

1. In ease of perishable property, by posting written notice 
of the time and place of sale in three public places, two of

and incorporated companies, partnership interests and all in- 
terests in personal property without right to exclusive pos- 
session may be sold without the presence or the delivery of the 
property, when the sale 18 of property levied on under Sub- :

Lf a purchaser refuse to pay the amount bid by 
him for property struck off to him at a sale under execution 
the officer may again sell the property at any time to the 
highest bidder, and if any loss occur thereby the officer may 
recover such loss with costs from such bidder in any Court of 
competent jurisdiction, but such selling officer shall not be re- 
sponsible for any such loss and shall not be required to com- 
mence suit unless he be indemnified for costs of same. 

Sec. 17. When the purchaser of any personal property 
capable of manual delivery pays the purchase money, the 
officer making the sale must deliver to the purchaser the 
property, and if desired, execute and deliver to him a certiti- 
eate of sale.

Sec. 25. The purchaser, from the time of the sale 
until a redemption, and a redemptioner, from the time 
of his redemption until another redemption, is entitled 
to receive from the tenant in possession the rents of 
the property sold or the value of the use and occupa- 
tion thereof; but when any rents or profits have been 
received by the judgment creditor or purehaser, or his or their 
assigns, from the property thus sold, preceding sueh 1edemp- 
tion, the amounts of such rents and profits shall be a credit

government at the same time it provides for submitting the 
form of Constitution for adoption or rejection; and all votes 
east at such election, for or against said Constitution, and all

ay a fine of not less than twenty nor more than tifty dollars, 
and shall forfeit five dollars for every day he shall suffer such 
obstruction to remain, after he shall have been ordered to re- 
move the same, by the Overseer or Justice of the Peace before 
whom he shall have been prosecuted; provided, that if any 
person or persons shall wish to dig or construct any ditch 
aeross any publie highway, street or lane, for the purpose of 
conveying water for mining, mechanical, agrieultural or other 
necessary or useful purpose, he shall be permitted to dig or

That many years prior to the romoval of Goronimo and his 
hostile tribe of Apache fiends, the people of said Territory 
suffered untold trials and hardships caused by a continued 
warfare against them by said tribe, which was universally at- 
tended «by the most cruel atrocities which savages were able to 
conceive or invent: 

That for years they invaded tho "Territory at pleasure, do- 
stroyed isolated settlements, slaughtered our peaceful citizens 
without regard to age or sex, interrupted. travel, captured the 
mails, plundered and robbed the country of its cattle and other 
effects, prevented immigration, retarded our growth and 
development and paralized business: 

That for years said tribe set at defiance the powers of the 
General Government and that of this Territory, and were not 
captured until hundreds of lives had been lost, and thousands 
of dollars in money had been expended in resisting their in- 
‘human onslaught» and in finally securing their captura; 

That since the removal of said tribe peace and quiet have 
reigned supreme in said Territory, its great natural resources 
are being developed and its citizens are now enjoying an era 
of proaperity never before surpassed by any Territory under 
the circumstances, and which would have existed long before 
had it not been for this tribe of fiends: 
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That the location of said Indians, or any of them, in the 
Territory of Arizona would be a standing menace to the pcace 
and wellbeing of its people and will endanger the lives and 
property of its citizens, retard immigration and destroy our 
prosperity: 

That the location of said Indians in Arizona with their 
terrible record of blood and rapine, thus endangering our 
numerous settlements, composed of tuwns, mining camps, 
farms and ranches, where thonsands of our people are en- 
gaged in peaceful persuits, would be manifestly unjust and 
uncalled for, and would impose upon the people of said Terri- 
tory the necessity of waging a war of extermination against 
those enemics of the human race: 

Your Memoralists will therefore ever pray that none of said 
tribe of Indians be removed to Arizona, and that if any of 
them have been loented within the limits of said Territory 
that they be immediately removed therefrom. 

Resolved, By the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona, that our Delegate in Congress be, and he ia hereby, re- 
quested to present this Memorial to the President cf the 
United States and the Secretary of the Interior, and take sneh 
action as will prevent, if possible, the bringing of any of said 
exiled band of Apaches to the Territory of Arizona, 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Territory be, and he is 
hereby requested to forward a copy of this Memorial to our 
Delegate in Congress, and also one to the President of the 
United States.

This is to certify that we, the undersigned Physicians and 
Surgeons, residents of the City of Prescott, in the County of 
Yavapai, Territory of Arizona, are personally acquainted with 
J din D. Dobbs, now a resident of Prescott, who in February, 
1872, while in the employ of the United States Government 
at MM Bowie, in this Territory, was shot and seriously 
wounded by the Apache Indians. 


Our examination of Mr. Dobbs’ person shows that the half 
of the elbow joint and a portion of the bone above that joint, 
in his right arm, has been entirely removed; that the thumb 
and forefinger of the left hand have been amputated and a 
portion of the bones of the wrist removed, and, that in conse- 
, quence of those wounds, he is incapacitated for any kind of 

manua] labor. i 


We are informed that through a Memorial to the Fifteenth

Dobbs is a petitioner to the Congress of the United States for
